Chapter 8. The Voter'sBill of Rights

Sec. 1. Thecommission shall prescribeastatement of therights
of a voter in Indiana that shall be known as " the voter's bill of
rights'.

Sec. 2. Thestatement required by section 1 of thischapter must
contain the following:

(1) A statement of the qualifications that an individual must
meet to vote in Indiana, including qualifications relating to
registration.

(2) A statement describing the circumstances that permit a
voter who has moved from the precinct where the voter is
registered to return to that precinct to vote.

(3) A statement that an individual who meets the
gualificationsand cir cumstanceslisted in subdivisions(1) and
(2) may votein the election.

(4) A statement describing how a voter who is challenged at
the polls may be per mitted to vote.

(5) A statement informing the voter what assistance is
availableto assist thevoter at the polls.

(6) A statement informing the voter what circumstances will
spoil the voter's ballot and the procedures available for the
voter to request a new ballot.

(7) A statement describing which voterswill be per mitted to
vote at the closing of the polls.

(8 Other information that the commission considers
important for avoter to know.

Sec. 3. Thecommission may require a copy of thevoter'sbhill of
rightsto be distributed with voter registration materialsor other
materialsthat are given to voters.

Sec. 4. The secretary of state or other state agency posting
election information on the state's Internet site shall include the
voter'sbill of rightson the site.

Sec. 5. Not later than thirty (30) daysbeforeaprimary, general,
or municipal election, the secretary of state shall request I ndiana
news mediato include a copy of the voter'shbill of rightsaspart of
election coverage or in public service announcements.".

Page 8, between lines 4 and 5, begin a new paragraph and insert:
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"SECTION 13. IC 3-11-15-13 IS AMENDED TO READ AS
FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 2002]: Sec. 13. (a) Except as
provided in this chapter, to be approved for use in Indiana, a voting
system shall meet the standards established by the Performance and
Test Standards for Punchcard, Marksense, and Direct Recording
Electronic V oting Systemsissued by the Federal Election Commission
on January 25, 1990.

(b) Thecommission may adopt rulesunder 1C 4-22-2torequire
a voting system to meet standards more recent than standards
described in subsection (a). I f the commission adopts rules under
thissubsection, avoting system must meet thestandar dsdescribed
in therulesinstead of the standards described in subsection (a).".

Page 9, line 27, strike "3" and insert "15".

Page 9, delete lines 33 through 42.

Page 10, delete lines 1 through 7.

Renumber all SECTIONS consecutively.
